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The  cash  receipts  dollar  in  1961  was 
divided  about  the  same  as  the  aver- 
age in  the  last  10  years  —  55  percent 
from  marketings  by  farmers  of  live- 
stock and  products  and  45  percent 
from  crops.  An  estimated  $19,245 
mUlion  was  received  by  farmers 
from  marketings  of  livestock  and 
products  in  1961  and $15,510  miUion 
from  crop  marketings. 
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FARM  INCOME  IN  I962 


Siimmary 


Farm  income  prospects  for  I962  are  about  the  same  as  forecast  last  fall. 
Farm  operators  are  expected  to  realize  a  net  income  of  around  $12.7  billion 
this  year — the  same  level  estimated  for  I96I  and  the  highest  since  1953*  This 
prospect  for  a  continuation  of  the  improved  farm  income  situation  for  I962 
assumes  average  growing  conditions,  a  strong  level  of  domestic  demand  for 
agricultural  products,  and  a  continued  large  export  movement  of  fann  products. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  will  likely  be  slightly  more  than  ^kO  billion 
in  1962  compared  with  $39*6  billion  in  I961.    The  anticipated  increase  in  I962 
gross  receipts  will  result  from  a  continued  large  volume  of  farm  marketings, 
higher  crop  prices,  and  increased  Government  payments.    But,  an  expected 
further  rise  in  farm  production  expenses  will  probably  offset  most  of  the  in- 
crease in  realized  gross  income. 


Recent  Developments 

If  farmers'  reported  intentions  to  plant  as  of  March  1  materialize,  the 
1962  planted  acreage  would  be  the  smallest  of  record,  l.k  percent  less  than 
last  year.    Acreage  reductions  are  indicated  for  spring  wheat,  oats,  barley, 
cotton,  pesmuts,  and  potatoes.    On  the  other  hand,  prospective  increases  in 
acreage  from  last  year  are  indicated  for  com,  soybeans,  sorghtims,  rice,  and 
sugar  beets.    Farmers'  intentions  as  of  March  1  to  plant  com,  sorghums,  spring 
barley,  and  spring  wheat  may  be  altered  by  their  decision  relative  to  partici- 
lation  in  the  I962  programs,  weather  conditions,  and  other  factors.  For 
example,  through  April  5,  com  acreage  signed  for  diversion  under  the  I962 
Feed  Grain  Program  exceeded  slightly  the  acreage  signed  for  diversion  under 
last  year's  program,  with  about  2  weeks  remaining  in  the  period  for  sign-up. 
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A  reduction  in  dairy  price  supports  to  75  percent  of  parity  occurred  on 
April  1,  1962,  dropping  the  support  price  of  milk  for  manufacturing  to  about 
$3.11  per  hundredweight  compared  with  $3-^0  prior  to  April  1.    This  followed 
unfavorable  and  mexpected  developnents  in  consumption  of  dairy  products 
during  I96I  and  increasing  output.    Hog  raisers  indicated  that  the  gain  in  the 
spring  pig  crop  likely  will  be  smaller  than  was  in  prospect  in  December  and 
this  should  help  hog  prices  later  this  year. 

Cash  Receipts  in  I962 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  this  year  are  expected  to  exceed 
slightly  the  $3^.8  billion  of  I96I.    For  livestock  and  livestock  products, 
marketings  are  expected  to  reach  a  record  hi^  and  average  prices  will  likely 
be  lo-^Ter  than  in  I96I.     Crop  marketings  will  probably  be  smaller  while  prices 
will  average  hi^er. 

Among  the  livestock  and  Divestock  products  group,  cash  receipts  in  19^2 
are  expected  to  be  higher  for  meat  animals  although  returns  from  hog  marketings 
may  be  down  slightly.    Cattle  prices  are  expected  to  hold  relatively  stable 
throughout  the  second  quarter  of  I962  and  will  likely  be  near  or  above  year- 
earlier  levels  by  J\ine. 

An  increased  volume  of  marketings  may  not  be  enough  to  maintain  receipts 
from  eggs,  while  slightly  higher  prices  for  broilers  probably  will  about 
balance  expected  reduced  marketings.    Turkey  prices  in  I962  are  e^qpected  to 
average  above  the  extremely  depressed  levels  of  I96I.    Cash  receipts  from 
dairy  products  will  tum  down  despite  a  sizeable  gain  in  milk  output  as  prices 
reflect  the  recent  drop  in  support  levels. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  (including  loans)  of  food  grains  and  feed 
crops  in  I962  will  most  likely  be  lower  than  in  I96I.    A  reduction  in  market- 
ings of  wheat,  com,  and  sorghvm  grain  is  expected  due  to  the  Feed  and  \^eat 
Programs .    Generally,  prices  will  average  higher  in  I962  for  food  and  feed 
grains . 

Receipts  from  cotton  marketings  will  probably  be  higher  in  I962  due  mostly 
to  delayed  marketings  from  the  I96I  crop.    Tobacco  receipts  will  also  move  up- 
ward in  1962  under  the  influence  of  marketings  from  a  larger  crop.  Allotments 
have  been  increased  for  both  flue -cured  and  bur ley  tobacco.    A  further  increase 
in  prospect  in  the  volme  of  soybean  marketings  will  push  up  receipts  sub- 
stantially over  1961.    Cash  returns  from  peanuts,  however,  may  be  down  from  the 
year  earlier,  if  farmers '  intentions  to  plant  a  smaller  acreage  materialize . 

The  substantial  drop  in  winter  vegetable  production  pvished  early  I962 
truck  crop  prices  well  above  early  I96I,  and  cash  returns  from  truck  crops  for 
all  of  1962  are  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  I96I.    Returns  to  potato  growers 
may  show  little  change  this  year.    Lower  orange  prices  to  growers  in  I962  will 
probably  offset  expected  heavier  supplies,  and  cash  receipts  from  this  major 
citrus  product  may  be  about  the  same  this  year  as  in  I96I. 
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In  addition  to  slightly  larger  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in 
1962,  Government  payments  to  farmers  will  likely  exceed  the  $1.5  billion  paid 
out  in  1961.    Payments  for  reduced  acreage  this  year  under  the  I962  1/heat 
Program  are  expected  to  account  for  most  of  the  increase  over  I96I.  Payments 
under  the  I962  Feed  Grain  Program  will  again  add  materially  to  farmers  '  gross 
receipts  this  year. 

Production  S3q)enses  in  I962 

Farm  production  expenses  are  expected  to  rise  again  in  I962  and  may 
offset  a  large  part  of  the  anticipated  increase  in  farmers '  realized  gross 
income.    The  persistent  rise  in  the  level  of  prices  paid  by  fanners  for 
production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and  vage  rates  seems  likely  to  continue 
throughout  I962. 

Feeding  requirements  are  expected  to  be  higher  in  I962  and  this  will  like- 
ly result  in  an  increased  bill  for  feed  purchased  by  farmers.    Feed  prices 
have  flattened  out  in  recent  months,  and  in  March  this  year  were  very  close 
to  the  average  for  March  I96I.    Fertilizer  prices  have  been  edging  upward;  a 
small  increase  is  indicated  in  farmers '  outlays  for  this  important  expense 
item  in  1962.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  seed  were  k  percent  higher  in 
Jantjary -March  I962  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  I96I.    Indications  for  feeder 
ajid  replacement  livestock  purchases  by  farmers  in  I962  point  to  little  change 
frcan  196I  although  both  price  and  movement  were  down  in  the  first  few  months 
of  1963  from  a  year  earlier. 

Charges  for  taxes,  interest,  and  farm  vages  are  moving  higher  again  in 
1962.    Also,  some  further  increase  is  indicated  in  prices  of  production  items 
of  nonfarm  origin.    The  cost  of  services  which  affects  outlays  for  repairs  of 
fann  capital  items  and  the  bill  for  many  miscellaneo\is  items  will  go  up  again 
this  year. 

First  Quarter  I962  Realized  Net  Inccane 

Realized  net  inccane  in  the  first  quarter  of  19^2,  seasonally  adjusted 
annual  rate,  at  $12.8  billion  was  down  from  the  very  high  fourth  qiiarter 
1961  rate,  but  slightly  higher  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  I96I  (table  l). 
The  seasonally  adjusted  rate  of  realized  gross  Income  -was  above  $U0  billion  in 
January-March  this  year,  about  |-  billion  dollars  less  than  in  the  preceding 
qxoarter.    The  drop  from  the  fourth  quarter  of  I96I  was  due  to  a  lower  rate  of 
cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  a  reduction  in  the  flow  of  Government  pay- 
ments.   The  slight  increase  shown  in  production  expenses  from  late  I961  to 
early  1962  reflects  mainly  higher  charges  for  interest,  taxes,  and  wages  in 
the  first  quarter  of  this  year. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  Increased  rate  of  production  expenses 
in  Janmry -March  I962  almost  offset  the  rise  in  the  estimated  annual  rate  of 
realized  gross  inccane.    A  continuation  of  a  large  volume  of  farm  marketings. 
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favorable  crop  prices,  and  payments  mder  the  I962  Feed  and  Wheat  Programs 
helped  in  boosting  the  rate  of  realized  gross  income  in  early  I962  well  above 
the  year  earlier  rate. 

First  Quarter  I962  Cash  Receipts 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  of  I962  vere 
estimated  at  $7'5  billion,  down  less  than  1  percent  from  the  same  period 
of  1961.    The  small  drop  was  accovinted  for  by  a  slight  contraction  in  the 
volume  of  marketings.    Average  prices  received  for  farm  products  in  January- 
March  1962  were  virtually  unchanged  from  early  I961  levels. 

First  quarter  I962  livestock  and  livestock  product  receipts,  estimated 
at  $h.J  billion,  were  down  over  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier  with  lower 
prices  accoionting  for  most  of  the  decrease.    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs 
and  hogs  were  lower,  dairy  returns  were  estimated  higher,  and  receipts  from 
marketings  of  cattle  and  calves  showed  little  change. 

Crop  receipts  totaled  about  the  same  in  January -March  I962  as  in  Janviary- 
March  I96I.    Cash  returns  from  vegetables,  cotton,  and  soybean  marketings  were 
estimated  well  above  a  vear  earlier.    On  the  other  hand,  cash  receipts  for  most 
food  and  feed  grains,  tobacco,  potatoes,  and  citrus  products  were  down  in  the 
first  three  months  of  I962. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  March  I962  are  tentatively  placed 
at  $2.2  billion,  down  almost  3  percent  from  March  I961,  due  largely  to  a  drop 
in  the  volme  of  marketings.    Livestock  receipts  were  estimated  at  $1.6 
billion  and  crop  receipts  at  $0.6  billion.
